likely to gather an armful, and bring (hem 
to the path and give them to you, straugei 
though you are. 


To two things Newport owes its floral 


beauties—to tho humidity of tho atmos- 
phere and to the care of its florists and 
gardeners. 
The labor expended is be- 


yond my calculation. 
The Eastern work- 


mrtn lavishes no more time and skill on 
the textile fabric, which grows under his 
hands, than did tho gardener hero, last 
year, who 'faithfully copied an oriental 
carpet and spread it upon a Newport 
l.Tivn.

bulbs, which never even existed, wore 
speculated iu, as men today speculate in 
American stocks ? It is hard to under- 
stand how men could have so insanely 
staked their whole fortunes on a -tulip 
seedling, and how a tiny bulb could have 
been the means of many a man ending 
his days in a lunatic asylum.

limtic. He says—Lay a telegraph cable 
between Saint Nuznire, Bordeaux and 
New York, with a brunch.iu mid-ocean to

Every 00 leagues, the average 


daily distance covered by a ship, connect 
to Hie principal cable a vertical coble, 
ending in a buoy al the surface. 
To the 


right and left of llie principal cable lay 
two_ branch cables, 10 to 20 leagues each", 
ending iu a vertical cable with buoys! 
These branches would form two crosses 
with llie maiu cable. 
The chances 


of ships sighting buoys 
would thus 


b£ frequent. 
Each buoy has a 'num- 


ber, 
and 
its 
position 
in mid- 


ocean is known, from special tables. When 
a ship passing neat- u buoy wishes lo tel- 
egraph, it contiects its apparatus wire, 
one with the wire of tile buoy, the other 
with the buoy itself, which serves as an 
earth wire. Thus Hie ship might com- 
municate 
with a central post, which 


sliould be established on au island or rock 
or a ship moored according to Mr. Men- 
uisier's system. A vessel in distress near 
one buoy might; through the central sta- 
tion, get help from n ship passing near 
the next buoy. .The ditliculty iu the way 
of this bold scheme lies in the buoys, 
which would have a hard time resisting 
(he force of the frequent storms which 
snap great cables. 
Mr. Mennisier has 


not explaiued the details of his plan, but 
claims to have the indorsement of practi- 
cal men.
